HE next Perſon we find proſecuted for 


Hereſy (and the firſt we meet with in the Hate 


Ti al, ) was Hilliam Thorpe Prieſt, 8 Henry IV. 1407. 
As to this Gentleman's C tharacer | Mr. Collier ob- 
ſerves that his Treatiſe, call'd Thorpe's Teſtament, 
is a violent Invective againſt the Hierarchy, and 
diſcovers a great deal of Heat, Ignorance, and 
Enthuftalm. He falls blindly upon the whole 
Orcer, without Reſerve or Exception ; he inſiſts 
mainly upon reforming the Church to Apoſtolical 
Poverty, would have the Biſhops and Prieſts work 
tor their Livings, and when they vere palt their 
Labour, to ſubſiſt upon the Charity of the Peop!e. 
He addreſſes all Kings and Emperors, Lords and 
12 adies, to reduce the Clergy to a State of Beg- 
gary and Dependence. In ſhort, he endeavours 
to raiſe the Government npon the Church, pref es 
deſtructive Expedients, charges the People to for- 
lake the publick Communion ; and pretends to 
toretel, that unleſs the Clergy are thus harraſs d 
and renounc d, they'll draw down the Judgments 
of Heaven upon the Kingdom, and the Nation 
wil be deſtroy d with Peſtilence and Famine. 
His Reaſon for exhorting the People to deſert 
the Communion of the chen Church, is founded 
upon the Misbehaviour of the Clergy ; but this 
round is clearly indefenſible. To argue in this 
Manner, is to make the Validity of the Sacra- 
C 2 ments 
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ments depend upon the Qualifications of the 
Prieſt, and not upon the Inſtitution of our Sa- 
viour, which Doctrine is a Contradiction to 
Catholick Belief, and expreſly condemn'd in the 
26th Article of the Church of Englazd.

Conſpiracy againſt his Majeſty, were executed, 


deſiſted from his Enterprize, and abſconded 
again; but a Prieit, and ſome others of his Party, 
had the ill Fortune to be taken by the Lord 
Abergavenny; and being ſtrictly examin'd, diſ- 
cover d the Place where Sir Jom Oldcaſtie had laid 
up Arms, and Money, to ſupport the intended In. 
ſurrection. This Proviſion for the War was hid 
between two cloſe Walls, contriv'd for that pur- 
poſe ; and amongſt other things was found Sir 
John's Standard, upon which the conſecrated Ele 
ments were curiouſly wrought ; there were alſo 
the Croſs of our Saviour, the Scourges, the Lance 
and Nails, all which were work'd in the Colours 
to draw in the People and increaſe his Party. 
Ano 1417, Sir Jobn Oldcaſile was near being 
ſurpriz d in the Neighbourhood of St, Albans, 2 
2 Farm-houſe belonging to the Abbot of that 
Town ; for the Abbot being inform'd Sir Joh» lay 
conceal 'd at one of his Tenants, ſent ſome of his 
Servants, in the Night, to beſet the Houſe, and 
tho” they mils'd of Sir Join they ſeiz d ſome of 
the principal Men of his Party ; they found 


alſo ſeveral religious Books adorn' d with Pain 
. tin 85, 
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tings, which the Lollards eſteeming ſuperſtitious, 
had cut off rhe Heads of the Figures, and they 
had alſo eras d the Names of the Saints out of the 
Litanies; and there were found alſo (as Hal- 
fingham ſays) ſome ſcandalous Papers in Diſhonour 
of the bleſſed Virgin: Theſe Books were ſent 
over to the King into Normandy, and by him re- 
turn'd to the Archbiſhop. 

Upon this Occaſion the Lollards were loudly 
declaim d againſt at Sr. Paul's Crofs, and a tragi- 
cal Repreſentation made of the Matter; and not 
long after Sir John Oldeaſtle was taken in Powis 
Lands in Wales. He ſtood upon his Defence, 
fought thoſe who came to apprehend him, and re- 
fis'd to ſurrender his Perfon till he was wounded 
and diſabled. 

Sir John Oldcaftle having been outlaw'd, upon 
an Indictment for High Treaſon (as above- 
mention'd) for that he, with divers othergeall'd 


had aſſembled themſelves at St. Giles inthe Held,, 
jlevy'd War, and conſpir d the Death of the King, 
and the Subverſion of the Religion and Govern- 
ment eſtabliſn d; and ſtanding aiſo excommuni- 
cated for Hereſy, he was brought before the Par- 
liament on the 18th of December 1417 ; and it being 
demanded what he had to ſay why Execution ſhould 
not be awarded againſt him according to Law, he 
ran out into a Diſcourſe foreign to the Matter, 
concerning the Mercy of God, c. whereupon the 
Chief Juſtice requiring him to anſwer directly, if 
ne had any thing to object againſt the Legality of 
the Proceſs ; he reply'd, he could not own then for 
hs Fudges, as lang as his Sovereign Lord King Richard 
wes living in Scotland. Upon this Anſwer 2 
Rule was made for his Execution, viz. That he 
mould be carried back to the Tower, and from 
tnence drawn through London to the new Gallows 
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at St. Ciless in the Fields, and there be hang'd, 
and burnt hanging. Which Sentence, according 
to Fox, was ęxecuted with Rigour enough; He 
was hang'd as a T raytor, and burnt as a He-

Sir Thomas More was Son of Sir John More 
Knight, one of the Juſtices of the King Bench 
He was born in Milk-ſtreet in the City of London, 
Amo 1480, and received his Grammar Learning 
in St. Anthony s School there. After which, Cardi- 


nal John Moreton Archbiſhop of Canterbury, ob- 


ſerving his great Parts, took him into his Family, 
and ſoon after ſent him ro Chriſt-Church in Or- 


ford, when Grocynms read the Cree Tongue pub- 


lickly there, whom he conſtantly heard, and be- 
came a great Proficient in that Language, and in 
moiſt other ſorts of Learning, by the Care of L- 
nacer his Tutor. He removed from Oxford to at: 
In of Chancery in London, called Neu- m, and 
from thence co Lincoln lun, and was at lengtl. 
calld to the Bar. He came afterwards into th- 
Favour of Heury the Eighth, who highly value 


him for his Parts and Learning, and prefer'd him 


to the Maſterſhip of the Requeſts, the Honour of 
Rnigathood, the reaſureſhip of the Exchequer, 
Chancellorſbip of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, twice 
join'd him Ambaſſador with Cardinal P/oolſey, vir 
once to the Emperor Charles into Flanders, and 
once to the French King. And on the Removal of 
Cardinal H0/fezy (being then Speaker of the Rouf: 
vf Commons) he had the Grear Seal delivered 
him the 25th of O ober, 21 of Fen. VIII. and 
was declared Lord Chancellor of England ; in 
which Office no Man ever gave that univerſz; 
Satisfaction as Sir Thomas did. When his Sons

The Execution of THOMAS Duke of NMORTOLx. 


N the 2d of June 1572, about eight in the 
Morning the Duke was brought to 2 Scaftold 
erected on Touer- hill, attended by Alexander Nawel, 
Dean of St. Paul's, who having deſir d the Pe ople 
to keep ben the Duke faid : 


It. is not rare, add People, to ſce a Man come 
to die; although, Thanks be to God, ſince the 
beginning of the Queen's Majelty's Reign in this 
Place hath not been any. But fince it is my For- 
tune to be the firſt, I pray God I may be the laſt, 
ſuch hath been, and is the Mercifuine(s of her Ma- 
jeſty, whom God long preſerve, You know I have 
been long looked for in this preſent Caſe of 3 
divers times in this Place; but by her Majeity's 
Ciemency prolonged hitherto. It ig not common 
o lee a Man of my Vocation to be a Speaker; 
nevertheleſs I will be brief, and gladly ſhew you 
the Eſtate of thoſe Offences which my Conſcience 
doth burden me for. I have been by my Peers 
tound worthy of Death, whereof I do acquit 
them; for I come not hither to juſtify myſels, new 
ther yet to charge my Peers with Injuft ice, | but 
rather ſubmit — to this which God | hath 
ripened tor me. And thus conſidering the Weak- 

:(s of my Fleſh; and Blood, that at ſuch time à 
Nan $ Senſes will partly fail, Ido mind to divide 


my Speeches into three Parts, deliring you. co 
abe it full and. whole, aud not to rear it in 
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And firſt, in dealing in Matters temporal to- 
wards the Queen of Scots, I dealt not as a good 


Subject, for that I made not the Queen's Majeſty 
privy thereunto, which indeed I confeſs I ought 


not ſo to have done; for this Offence I was com- 


mitted to this Houſe f pointing to the Tower ] and, 
upon my humble Submiſſion, deliver'd ; then ma- 
king Promife to the Queen's Majeſty (whom } 

ray God long to proſper) never to deal in thoſe 
Matters again: But contrary to my Submiſſior: 
and Promiſe made to the Queen's Majeſty, abu- 
fing her Clemency towards me ; which hath anc 
doth grieve me more than any one thing hatt; 
done; I dealt in this Matter again, perfectly for 
ſaving my Lite, and other Cauſes which I could 
alledge. 

Here Mr. Sheriff Brauch, ſtanding by the Duke, 
deſir d him very courteouſly to make an End a: 
ſhort as might be, for the tune did ſpend.] 

Then the Duke beginning again, ſaid, it hat; 
been bruited, that I took my Oath, and receiv d 
the Sacrament, that I ſhould never deal in thotc 
Matters again; Which is untrue, and yet the 
Oith too much. 

Now Mr. Chri/topher, one of the Officers, hea 
ring theſe Words, deſir'd the Duke ro be ſhor: 
we ate come hither, ſaid he, to ſee you put to Ex: 
ecution, and we mult not delay while thei 


Speeches pals from you, for in this we hazard our 


Lives.) TR 

Then the Duke faid, I do not excuſe myſe 
but I come to diſcharge my Conſcience, and tc 
4cquit my Peers, and not to complain of any l. 
juitice, for I have deſerv'd this, and more a great 
deal, in chat I have abus d the Queen's Majeſty: 
Merey towards me; whom once again, wit! 
Hands lifted up, I pray God long to preſerve and 
reign over you, and that my Death may * 
Nn ng 
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End of all Troubles; and to augment my Fault, 


it is ſaid 1 had Familiarity with evil Dealers: In- 


deed Iwill confeſs and tell you, chat 4 never ſaw, 
not never had Conference, but once with one 
Rudolph, and yet never againſt the Queen's Ma- 
jeſty, God is my judge; altho many lewd Ofters 
and Motions were made to me; for it is well 
known I had to do with him, by reaſon I was 
bound to him by Recognilance for a great Sun 
of Money; and as for the two Letters that came 
from the Pope, I confeſs I did fee them, the one 
cypher'd, the other decypher'd, I never conſented 


to them, neither was I conſenting to the late Re- 


veilion in the North, notwitkſtanding I come not 
hither as unguilty. 

To the ſecond Part, I know I have not only 
been thought to be a Papiſt, a Favourer of Papiſts, 
and a Maintainer of them. God is my Judge, be- 
fore whom I ſtand (lifring up his Eyes) I thank 

God I was never 2 Papiſt ſince I knew what Re- 
ligion meant, but I did always deteſt Papiſtry, 
and all the vain Toys there ans embracing ever, 
from the Bottom of my Heart, the true Keligion 
of Jeſus Chriſt, truſting \ by tt the Aſſurance of my 
Faith in his Blood, chat is my only Redeemer n 
daviour: Indeed I mult confeſs that I had Serva 
and Friends that were Papiſts; but if thereby r. 
have ottended God's Church, or any Proteſtant, 
i defire God and them to forgive me. 

Well now to the third Point, wherein I am to 
he w how much I am bound to the Queen's Ma- 
jeſty fox her Mercifulneſs towards me, in that her 
Majeſty hath promiſcd to be good and gracious 
to my poor Children.

I diſtinguiſh two forts of Life on Earth, Life- 
moral, and Life- natural; Life-moral is that b 
which we live with good Repute in the Eſteem of 
other Men of Integrity ; Life-natural is thar by 
which we breath; in the firſt fort or kind, I thank 
God J have ſuffer'd lately, and exceedingly, when 
maliciouſly, falſly, and moſt injuriouſly, I was 
branded for a publick Cheat, in Pamphlet, in Bal- 
lad, on Stage, and that in the Head City of the 
Kingdom, yea, apd over the whole Nation, to 
the huge and great Detriment of my good Name, 
which 1 always was as tender of, as the other I 
am now quitting. 

The pamphletical Story (believe my dying 
Words) had no Truth in it, neither to Subſtance 
nor Circumſtance of the thing; a Story ſo falſe, 
that I could have ealily defied the Face that had 
attempted to juſtify it to my Face; ſo ſordid a 
Buſineſs, a Story ſo ridiculous, that I wonder how 
any ſober Chriſtian, at leaſt who knew me, could 
as much as incline to believe ſo open an Improba- 
bility ; who that Proteſtaut young Man there men- 
tion d was, I know not; who that Popiſh young 
woman, who the Father dead a Year and a half 
before, in what County, what Pariſh, were all 
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tranſacted, I know not, none of all theſe there 
particularized ; and when in the Face of the Coun- 
try at laſt Lent-Aſſizes, I vindicated my Innocen- 
cy herein, to the Satisfaction of the then Judge 
himſelf, why appear'd not there then ſome one to 
make good the Charge, and diſable my Defence? 
But none of this offer'd ; a plain Demonſtration 
to all candid Minds, the Whole was a meer Fic- 
tion of ſome malicious Perſon againſt me: God 
forgive them or him, I heartily do. How for- 
ward my Endeavours always have been to my 
power to relieve the Poor, and not directly to de- 
fraud them, impartial Neighbours that know me 
can tell you; beſides this, during my nine Month: 
Impriſonment, ſeveral foul and falſe Aſperſions 
were caſt out againſt me, and that by thoſe un. 
to whom, for full Thirty Years, I had been cha. 
ritably ſerviceable : God forgive them, I heartily 
do; yet notwithitanding all theſe Caluraniarions. 
1 hope I ſtill retain the Character of an hone! 
Man amongſt Gentlemen of Worth, with when 
I converſed, and with all Neighbours of Horcitv, 
with and amongſt whom I lived. 

And now I am parting with the other Lite h, 
which I breath, behold that within theſe icy 
Moments of Time is to unbreath me; but wi: 
thus ſledg d to this Country-Tzbura ? Why this 
ſo untimely Death of mine? Have Patience and 
I'll tell you; not for any plotting, I aflure vo! ; 
and what I ſhall now ſay as to that, God is my 
Witneſs, I ſhall ſpeak without any Equivocatio:. 
mental Reſervation, or Palliation of Truth wiz: 
ſoerer. 

By all that is ſacred in Heaven and Earth, 1 
here ſolemnly proteſt, that I am as innocent fror 
any Plot whatever againſt his Majeity's Perſon Gi 
Government, as the Infant that left the Mother 
Womb bur Yeſterday ; neither did I] ever hear ©! 
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know any thing directly or indirectly of any fuck 
Plot, till publick Fame had ſpread it over the 
Country between Michaelmas and Ail-Saints Day 
laſt : This is true, as God ſhall judge and ſave 
my Soul; neither was there any Guilt of any ſuch 
black Crime found in me by Mr. Oates, Mr. Bedloe, 
Mr. Dugdale, and Mr. Prance, when by them LI 
was ſtrictly examin'd on that Point, laſt May, in 
Neu gate, Londin ; nay, had I bad the leaſt Know- 
jedge or Hint of ſuch Plot, I had been as zea- 
jouſly nimble in the Diſcovery of ir, as any the 
moſt loyal Subject his Majeſty hath in his Three 
Kingdoms; whereforc, when I am dead and gone, 
if ſome Malcvolent give out, I loſe my Life for 
plotting, by Charity ſtrive to dilingage him of his 
Miſtake ; do that Right to my dead Aſhes. 

I was never taught that Doctrine of -King-kil- 
ling, from my Soul I deteſt and abhor it as exe- 
crable, and directly oppoſite to the Principles ot 
the Religion I profeſs ; what that is, you ſhall 
know by-and-by ; it being the poſitive Definition 
of the Council of Conſtance, That it is damnable 
for any Subject, or private Perſon, or any Subjects 
in Council wined, to murder his or their lawful 
King or Prince, or uſe any publick or clandeſtine 
Conſpiration againſt him, tho' the ſaid King or 
Prince were a Turk, Apoſtate, Perſecutor, yea, 


or a Tyrant in Government ; Never tell me of 


Clement the Murderer of Henry the Third of France; 
never tell me of Ravilliac, Murderer of Henry the 
Fourth of Hance; they did ſo, but wiekedly they 
did ſo, and for it they were puniſh'd to Severity, 
as Malefactors; and for it, to this very Day, are 
ſtigmatiz'd by all Roman Catholicks for very Miß 
creants and Villains. 1 hope you will not charge 
the whole Roman Catholick Body with the Villa- 
nies of fome few Deſperadoes : By that Rule all 
Chriſtianity muſt be anſwerable for the Treaſon of 
| : Judas;

Judas; for my part, I always lov'd my King, 
always honour d his Perſon, and I daily pray'd for 
his Proſperity ; and now, with all unfeign'd Cor 
diality, I ſay it, God bleſs my gracions King 
and lawtul Prince, Charles II, King of England, 
and Prince of Wales, God bleſs him temporally 
and eternally, God preſerve him from all his real 
Enemies, God direct him in all his Councils. 
that may tend to the greater Glory of the ſan: 
reat God; and whatever late Plot hath bee, 
or is, the Father of Lights bring it to Light, the 
Contrivers of it, and the Actors in it, that ſuch 
may be brought to their condign Puniſhment, and 
Innocence preſerved. 

But why again this untimely Death? My Kc. 
ligion is the Roman Catholick Religion, in ir | 
have liv'd above theſe forty Years, in it I now dic 
and fo fixedly die, that if all the good things 
this World were offered me to renounce it, 2! 
ſhould not move me one Hair's Breadth from m 
Roman Catholick Faith; a Roman Catholick Jam. 
a Roman Catholick Prieſt Jam, a Roman Catholic! 
Prieſt of that religious Order call'd The $«-/ 
of Jeſus Tam ; and I bleſs God who firſt call 
me; and 1 bleſs the Hour in which I was fir? 
call'd both unto Faith and Function. 

Pleaſe now to obſerve, I was condemned 

reading Maſs, hearing Confeſſions, adminiſtring 
the Sacraments, anointing the Sick, Chriſttuing, 
Marrying, Preaching: As for reading the Mass, 
it was the old, and ſtill is, the accuſtomed aud 
laudable Liturgy of the Holy Church; and a! 
the other Acts, which are Acts of Religion, ten 
ding to the Worſhip of God; and for this dying. 
J die for Religion: Moreover know, that when 
laſt May I was in London, under Examination con 
cerning the Plot, a prime Examinant told me, 
that to dave my Life and increaſe my Fortunes, 
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1 muſt make ſome Diſcovery of the Plot, or con- 
form; diſcover Plot I could not, for I knew of 
none; conform I would not, becauſe it was 
againſt my Conſcience; then by Conſequence I 
muſt die, and fo now dying, I die for Conſcience 
and Religion; and dying upon ſuch good Scores, 
as far as humane Frailty permits, I die with 
Alacrity interior and exterior; from the abur- 
dance of the Hearr, let not only Mouths, but 
Faces allo ſpeak. 

Here, methinks, I feel Fleſh and Blood ready 
to burſt into lond Cries, Tooth for Tooth, Eye 
for Eye, Blood for Blood, Lite for Lite ; No, 
eryerh holy Goſpel, Forgive and you ſhall be for- 
given ; pray for theſe that fer ſecute you ; love your 
Enemies; and J profeſs myſelf a Child of the 
Goſpel, and the Goſpel 1 obey. 

Whamever, prefent or abſent, I have ever 
offended, I humbly defire them to forgive me; 
as for my Enemies, had I as many Hearts as I 
have Fingers, with all thoſe Hearts would J for- 
give my En emies, at leaſtwiſe, with all that ſingle 
Heart I have, I freely forgive them all, my 
Neighbours that betray'd me, the Perſons that 
took me, the Juſtices that commitred me, rhe 
Witneſſes that prov d againſt me, the Jury that 
found me, the judge that condemn'd me, and 
others Oo that out of Malice or Zeal, co- 
vertly or openly, have been contributive to my 
Condemnation; but ſingularly and eſpecially, I 
forgive my capital Perſecutor, who hath been ſo 
long thirſting after my Blood ; from my Soul I 
forgive him, and wiſh his Soul fo well, that were 
it in my Power, I would ſeat him a Seraphin i in 
Heaven, and I pray for chem in the Langnagd of 
glorious St. Stephen the Protomartyr ; Lord, lay 
not this Sin unto them; or better yer, in the Stile 

of our great Maſter, Chriſt himſelt, Father forgive 
them, they know not what they do. 


And 
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And with Reaſon I love them alfo ; for thous! 
they have done themſelves a vaſt Soul- prejudice, 
et they have done me an incomparable Favour. 
which I ſhall eternally acknowledge; but chief) 
I love them for his ſake, who ſaid, Love your Ene. 
mies; and in Teſtimony of my Love, I with them, 
and it is the beſt of Wiſhes, from the Center or 
my Soul, 1 wiſh them a good Eternity. O Eter 
nity, Eternity! How momentanean are the Glo- 
ries, Riches, and Pleaſures of this World? and 

how deſirable art thou, endleſs Eternity ? 
And for my ſaid Enemies attaining thereunto, 
I humbly beſeech God to give them the Grace ©. 
true Repentance, before they and this World part. 
Next to my Enemies, give me leave to lift up 
my Eyes, Hands, and Heart to Heaven, and 
oy ſome few Words of Advice unto, and for 
y Friends, as well thoſe preſent as abfer: 
Friends, Fear God, Honour your King, be firin in 
your Faith, avoid mortal Sin, by frequenting 
Sacraments of holy Church, patiently bear you! 
Perſecutzons and Afflictions, forgive your Enc 
mies, your Sutterings are great; I ſay, be firm i: 
your Faith to the End, yea, even to Death, then 
ſhall ye heap unto yourſelves ccoleſtial Treaſures 
in the heavenly Jeruſalem, where no Fhic 


robbeth, no Moth eateth, and no Ruſt conſumeth 


and have that blefled Saying of the bleſſed S: 
Peter, Prince of the Apoſtles, always in you 
Memory, which I heartily recommend unto yo! 
wiz. Let none of you ſuffer as a Murderer or a Ti: 
but if as a Chriſtian let him nat be aſhamed, but 5/: 
rify God in bis Name. 

Now it is high time J make my Addrefles to 
Heaven, and ſupplicate the Divine Goodneis in 
my own Behalf, by ſome few ſhort and cordial 
Ejaculations of Prayers.

The Execution of the Lord Viſcount STartorDs 


the 29th Day of December, 1680. , 


HE N the Hour appointed for his Death 
drew near, he expected, with ſome Im- 
patience, the Arrival of Mr. Lieutenant, telling 
his Friends that were . t him, he ought not to 
haſten his own Death, yet he tho! ight the time 
long till they came 3 him. A Gentleman the 
with him in his Chamber, put him in mind that: 
it was a cold Day, and chat his Lordſhip would 
do well to put on a Cloak or Coat to keep him 
warm; he anſwer d be would; for 3 he) I 
may, perhaps, ſhake for Cold, but I truſt in God, 
never for Fear. After ſome time ſpent in n al 
Diſcourſes ; at length, about ten a Clock, Word 
was brought him, that Mr. Lieutenant waited for 
him below, upon which he {ſweetly ſaluted his 
Friends, bidding them not grieve for him, for 

this was the happicf Day of all his Life; then 

ne immediately went down, ard walk ' d along 
by the Licutenant's Chair (who had the Gout) 

through a Lane of Soldiers, to the Bars without 
the Tower, There the Lieutenant deliver'd him 
to the Sheriffs, and they from thence guarded | him 
to the Scaffold erected on Tower-hill. All the way 
as he paſſed, ſeveral thouſands of People crowded 
to ſee him; many civilly ſaluted him; and few 
there were, amongſt that vaſt Number, whoſe 

Hearts were not touch'd and mollity'd with Com- 

paſſion for him. Having mounted the Scaffold, 

there appeard in his Countenance ſuch an unuſual 
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. = Vivacity, ſuch a Ch: eartulnels, ſuch a Conhdence, 
, WS Hick a Candor, as if the INTIOCEnCe of his Soul 
1 bad ſhined through his Body. Nothing of that 


mortal Paleneſs, nothing 9 thoſe Reluctanc 88, 
ony ullions, and Agonies, incident to Pexſons in 
AS: his 
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his Condition, could in the leaſt be perceiv'd in 
him. He look'd Death in the Face with fo un- 
daunted a Reſolution, as gave many occaſion t 
ſay, Grace had left in him no Reſentments of de 
ture. After a ſhort pauſe, viewing the Peop! 
and finding them attentive to what he ſhould (ay, 
he ſtept to one Side of the Scaffold, and with : 
graceful Air, and intelligible Voice, pronounc“ 
his laſt Speech as follows. 


My Lord's laſt Speech. 


By the Permiſſion of Almighty God, I am th 
Day brought hither to ſuffer Death, as if I 1 
guilty of High-Treaſon. I do mol! truly, in the 
Preſence of the eternal, omnipotent, 1 all- 
knowing God, proteſt upon my Salvation, that 
am as innocent as it is poſſible for any Man: to 
be, ſo much as in a Thought, of the Crimes 
to my Charge. 

I acknowledge it to be a particular Grace and 
Favour of the Holy Trinity, to have given 
this long time to prepare myſelf for Eternity ! 
have not made ſo 12 uſe of that Grace as 1 


— 7 3 not only my Fejends bur my 
Wite and Children have for ſeveral Days been 
forbidden to ſee me, but in the Preſence Xx 

of my Warders. This hath been a great Tr uble 
and Diſtraction unto me, but I hope God ot 
infinite Mercy will pardon my Defects, and ac. 
cept of my good Intentions. 

Since my long Impriſonment, I have conſider 
often what could be the original Cauſe of my 
being thus accuſed, fince I knew myſelf not cal 
pable, ſo much as in a Thought; and I cannot 


lie ve it co be upon any other Account than my 
2 
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being of the Church of Rome. 1 have no reafoti 
to be aſham'd of my Religion, for it teacheth 
nothing but the right Worſhip of God, Obe- 
dience to the King, and due Subordination to 
the temporal Laws of the Kingdom. And I do 
ſubmit to all Articles of Faith believed and 
taught in the Catholick Church, believing them 
to be moſt conſonant to the Word of God. 
And whereas it hath 0 much and often been ob- 
jected, that he Church holds that Sovereign 
Princes, excommunicated by the Pope, may, by 
their Sub je ts, be deposd or murder d: As to 
the Murder of Princes, I have been taught as a 
Matter of Faith in the Catholick Church, that 
{ach Doctrine is diabolical, horrid, deteſtable, 
and contrary to the Law of God, Nature, and 
Nations; and as ſuch from my Heart I renounce 
and abominare ir. As tor the Doctrine of depo- 
ling Princes, 1 Know {ome 1C Dion Hes of the Catho- 
lick Church hold it; but as Able and Learned 
as they have written againſt it: But it was not 


pretended to be the Doctrine of the Church, that 


15, any Point of Cat! holick Fait! . Wherefore 1 
do here in my Conſcience declare, thas it is my 
true and real Judgment, thar the ſame Doctrine 
of depoſing Ringe is contrary to the fundamen- 
l Laws of th: s Kingdom, imurious to Soy eraign 

Power, and co! equently would be in me or any 
other of his Majeſty's Subjects, impious and 
damnable. I believe and protets, that there is one 
God, one Saviour, one Holy Catholick Church, 
of which, through the Mercy, Grace, and Good- 
neſs of God, I die a Member. 

To my great and unſpeakable Grief, 1 have 
offended God in many things, by many great 
Offences ; but I give him molt humble Thanks, 
not in any of thoſe Crimes of which 1 was accuſed. 
4A 42 2 | All 
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All the Members of either Houſe having Liberty 
to propoſe in the Houfe what they think fit for 
the Good of the Kingdom; accordingly I pro- 
poſed what I thonghrt fit; the Houle is Judge of 
the Firneſs or Unſitnefs of it; and I think 
never ſaid any thing that was unfitting there, 0: 
contrary to the Law and Uſe of Parliament; for 
certainly if I had, the Lords would (as they 
might) have puniſh'd, me: So I am not culpabl:; 
before God er Man. 

It is much reported of Indulgences, Diſpenſa- 
tions, and Pardons, to murder, rebel, lie, f. 
ſwear, and commit ſuch other Crimes held and 
given in the Church; T do here profeſs, in 1 
Preſence of God, I never learnt, beliey'd, or 
practis d any ſuch Thing, but the contrary ; and 
T ſpeak this without any Equivocation or Reſerva: 
tion whatſoever : And certainly, were I guilty, 
either myſelf, or knew of any one that were guilty, 
whoſoever that were ſo, of any of thoſe Crimes 
which I am accuſcd, I were not only the greatc!! 
Fool imaginable, but a perfect mad Man, ai i; 
wicked as any of thoſe that fo falſely have 
cus d me, if I ſhould not diſcover any it! Det:g 
I knew in any kind, and ſo upon Diſcovery a 
my Lite, I have ſo often had fo fair Occations 
propoſed unto me, and fo am guilty of Sclt- 
Murder, which is a moſt grievous and heinous 
Sin; and though I was laſt impeach'd at 
Lord's Bar, yet I have great Grounds to belic e, 
that I was firſt brought to Tryal, on the Belicf, 
that, to ſave my Life, I would make tome 
great Diſcovery ; and truly ſo I would, had 
known any ſuch thing of any ill Deſign, or illc32! 
dangerous Plot, either of myſelf, or any other 
Perſon what ſocver, without any Exception. Eut 
had I a thouſand Lives, I would loſe them all, 
rather than falſely accuſe either myſelt, or a9 

Other 
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other "whatſoever. And if I had known of any 
Treaſon, and ſhould thus deny it, as I do now 
upon my Salyation at this time, I ſhould have no 
Hope of Salvation, which now I have, through 
the Merits of Chriſt Jcſus. 
Il do beſeech God to blels his Majeſty, who is 

my lawful King and Sovereign, whom 1 was always, 
by all Laws Humane and Divine, bound to obey ; 
and J am ſure that no Power upon Earth, either 
ſingly or all together, can legally allow me, or 
any Body elſe, to lift up a Hand againſt him, or 
his legal Authority. I do hold that the Conſti- 
tution of the Government of this Kingdom is 
the only way to continue Peace and Quistneſs, 
which God long continue. 

Next to Treaſon I hold Murder in abhorrence, 
and have ever done and do; and I do ſincerely 


protels, that if 1 could at this time free mylſelr 


immediately, and eſtabliſh what Religion 1 
would, and what Govertment I would, and 


make mylelt as great as I could wiſn, and 


all by the Death of one of theſe Fellows, 
that by their Perjuries have brought me to the 
Place where I am, I ſo much abhor to be the 
Cauſe of any Man's Death, that I would not any 
way be the Cauſe of their Murder; how much 
teſs would I endeavour the Aſſaſſination of his 
Majeſty, whom I hold to be as gracious a King 
as ever this or any other Nation had, and under 
whom the People may enjoy their Liberties, as 
much as ever any did? and if it pleaſe God to 
grant him Life and Happinets, according as 1 
1ave always wiſh'd and pray'd for, I am morally 
perſuaded, that he, and all bis Dominions, will 
be as happy and proſperous as ever People were, 
wnich I beſeech God grant. 

do moſt humbly ask Pardon of the Almighty 
abd All-mercitul God, for all the great Offences 
nave committed againſt his divine Majeſty;

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and I know he would not have the Death and 
Confufion of a Sinner, but that he may repent 
and live; in that Aſſurance 1 hope, knowing he 
never deſpiſeth a contrite Heart; and though 1 
have not ſo feeling a Contrition as I would, yet 
J have it as well as I can; and I doubt not but 
that God will accept of the good Will.

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I have ſaid thus much in diſcharge of my Con- 
ſcience, and do aver upon my Salvation, what 1 
have ſaid to be really true. 

I ſhall ſay litrle of my Tryal; and whether it 
were all according to the known Law, I am too 
much a Party to ſay much of it; if it were not 
ſo, God forgive him or them that were the 
Cauſe of it. | 

My Judges were all Perſons of Honour, who 
were all as much bound to judge rightly, as if 
they had been upon Oath upon what was legally 
prov'd ; and not to vote but according as in their 


Conſciences they were ſatisſied; and if any of 


them did otherwiſe, upon any Account whatfo- 
ever, I beicech God forgive them, I do hears 
tily. 

I ſhall end with my hearty Prayers for the Hap- 

pineſs of his Majeſty, that he may enjoy all Hap- 
pineſs in this World and the V. orld to come, 
and govern his People according to the Laws ot 
God; and that the People may be ſenfible what 
a Bleſſing God 450 ſo miraculouſly given them, 
and obey him as they ought. Lask Pardon with 
2 proſtrate Heart of Almighty God, for all the 
great Oftences that I have committed againſt his 
Divine Majeſty, and hope, through the Merits 
and Paſſion of Chriſt Jeſus, to obtain everlaſting

His Speech being ended, he deliver'd ſevera] 


near him (one of which, writ with his own 
Hand, he ſent to the King) then he return'd to 
the Middle of the Scaffold. where, encompail. 
by his Catholick Friends, he kneeled down, and 
reverently making the Sign of the Croſs, prayed 
aloud with exceeding Devotion, 

Having ended his Prayer, and remaining fi: 
on his Knees, he again proteſted his Innocence 


with all the Aﬀeverations a dying Chriſtian is 
capable to ALE. The n riting up, he a ſecond 


time ſaluted the People, and walking to eaci 
Side of the Scaffold, told them, they had as oo0d 
and gracious 3 N as ever reign d. He carhef 
iy exhorted them to be faithful and conſtant 1

cheir Allegiance to him, And i no ee 
whatſoever ſhould witadraw them from the: 
Duty. He wiſh d, with a feeling Reſen eme:

hav'd himſelf, for ought he kucw, as a loving 
loya! Brother ought to do: Then he 4843 u de- 
clard his on Innocence, and deſir d the Prayers 
of all good Chriſtians for him; he pray d to + 4 
heartily to bleis the King, and preſerve him from 
his Enemies; to bleſs the Nation; to bleſs and 
be with them all there preſent, elpec; ally che 
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King's loyal Subjects; he beg'd God's Mercy 
and Pardon for his Sins; he ask'd Forgiveneſs of 
all, and forgave all, beſeeching the divine Good- 
neſs not to revenge his innocent Blood upon the 
whole Kingdom; no, not upon thoſe by whoſe 
Perjuries he was brought thither, to whom he 
wiſh'd from his Heart no other Hurt, than that 
they ſhould repent and tell Truth. 

Whilſt he thus profeſs'd his Loyalty, his Inno- 
cence, his Picty, moſt that heard him were 
touch'd with a ſenſible Compaſſion tor him; ſome 
as he ſpoke put oft their Hats and bow'd to him, 
in ſign they accorded to what he ſaid ; others, by 
diſtin& Acclamations, anſwer d, We believe you, 
my Lord, God bleſs you, my Lord, pray God 
forgive him his Sins, Cc. 

In this Con juncture a Proteſtant Miniſter ac- 
coſted him, ſaying, Have you receiv d no Indul- 


gences from the Romiſb Church? have you re- 
ceivd no Abſolution? To which mv Lord 


anſwer'd, What have you to do with my Re- 
ligion? However, Ido lay, the Roman Catholick 


Z\ 
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hurch allows of no Indulgences or Diſpenſa- 
tions, authorizing Treaſon, Murder, Lying or 
Forſwearing ; nor have I receiv'd any Abſolution 
tor ſuch Ends. Pray do not trouble yourſelf nor me. 


Then turning from the Parſon, he apply'd 


himſelf to his Friends about him, whom he 
lovingly embrac'd, and with a pleaſant Voice and 


Alpect bid them adieu for this World. Next he 


deliver'd his Watch, two Rings off his Fingers,

his Staff, and his Crucifix about his Neck, as 


Legacies to ſeveral Friends: He deſir'd the

And 
now being ready for Death both in Body and 
Mind, he chearfully ſubmitted himſelf ro the 
Block, before which firſt kneeling down , arid 
making the Sign of the Croſs, he ed 
himſelt with Raptures of Devotion to the di- 
vine Mercy and Goodneſs; after this he lay 
down, as it were, to try the Block. And then 
(who could imagine it?) with a ſtupen idous 
Courage embrac'd the fatal Wood, as the dear 
Baſis or Point from whence his Soul was now te 
take its flight to immortal Glory. The Head 
man put him in mind, that his Shirt and Waſte- 
coat came too high ; whereupon he rais'd him- 
ſelf up upon his Knees, and bid his Gentleman 
put them lower. Whilſt this was performing, he 
was heard continually to breath forth ſevera! 
Acts of Prayer, as Seer Jeſius recerve my Spi. Late 
thy Hands, O Lord, I commend my Spirit, &c. has 
his Gentleman had finiſh'd, he again laid bY 
his Head upon the Block, perfevering Kill : 
Prayer, and expecting the ſudden and dilina! 
Arreſt of Death, with a Courage (ſay the Pap! 15 
divinely elevated, a Conſtancy more than hu- 
mane. No Change in his Countenance, no qua- 
king or trembling in any one Joint of his Bod, 
could be diſcerned. Thus he lay, or rather quic*!) 
reſted, upon the very Brink between Tim: and 
Eternity, a good Space; till at length, finding 
the Headſman delay'd the Execution ©! 1 
Office, he once more rais'd himſelf up upo! 
Knees, and with an Aſpect grave (but iti!! ere ne 
and lively) ask d why they Raid. It was anſwe 
for a Sign ; what Sign will you give, Sir? he. 
ply'd, none at all, take your own time, Gods 
Will be done, I am ready. The Headfman ald, 


1 hope you forgive me; he aniwerd, I ach Then 
Nleflins 
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bleſſing himſelf again with the Sign of the Croſs, 
he repos 'd his Head upon the Block, never more 
to lift it up in this mortal State. 

The Headſman took the Ax in his Hand, and 
after a ſhort Pauſe, elevated it on high, as it 
were to take Aim, and ſet it down again; a ſe- 
cond time he did fo, and ſigh'd ; the third time 
he gave the fatal Blow, which ſever d my Lord's 
Head from his Body, ſave only a ſmall part of the 
Skin and Windpipe, which was immediately cut 
off with a Knife. 

The Body, after Separation trom the Head, 
trembled a little, and itird no more. The Head 
was receiv'd into a black ſilk Scart, by two of my 
Lord's Friends, and retain d by them till the 
Sheriff call'd for it, and commanded the Execu- 
tioner to hold it up to the view of the Multitude, 
the which he did at the four Corners of the 
Scaft told, Try ing aloud, Th is the Head of 1 Traytor. 
Bur however the People had been formerly 
policls'd with Prejudice, both againſt my Lord's 
Practices and Principles, yet now they made no 

Acclamations at the fight of the Blood-droping 
Head, nor ſeem'd much taken with the Jollity of 
the Spectacle ; ſome went away with Confuſion 
and Remorſe, for their paſt hard Cenſure of him; 

thers conceiv d ſtrange Apprehenſions and Fears 
ot God's Judgments enſuing Perjury and Blood» 
ſhed. Some again ſaid my Lord was drunk with 
Brandy ; others ſaid, Verily this was a juſt Man. 


The Papiſts, who beſt knew. his Innocence, and 


who look d upon themſelves as, in ſome meaſure, 
. in his Sufler unge bel held this whole Tra- 
zedy with moſt render Reſentments. They re- 
carded him as a Victim of Religion and Inno 
cence. They mutually accompanied him wit th 
their Prayers and Supplications to God in his be- 
half They ſeem d to receive new Comtort and 


Courage 
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Courage from his Chriſtian Magnanimity : They 
wept, they ſmil'd, they ſympathiz'd with him 
both in his Dolours and Joys; they bleſs'd and 
prais d Almighty God for his Goodneſs to him, 
and to them in him; they- glorified his holy 
Name, who often ſheweth the Strength of his 
Power in the weakeſt Subjects. In fine, many 
did (and ſtill do) believe the peculiar Grace an 
Preſence of God's Spirit had ſome Effect and Ii. 
fluence upon all, in a manner, that ſaw him 
and few there were of his Religion who did not 
wiſh themſelves' in his Place.

ſions. 

When the Head had been publickly ex pos d 
was return d back into the filk Scarf, held 1 
Youth that had waited upon my Lord, an, 
laid into the Coffin together with the Body ve!tc: 
(for out of Modeſty © my Lord deſir d he mich 
not be ſtript naked on the Scaffold.) In the in- 
terim, divers Perſons threw up their Hands 
chiefs, to have them dipt in my Lord's 5/90 
wherein ſome were gratifyd, and others ip 
their Handkerchicts thrown with Deriſion ove! 


the Scaffold. 
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After this the Coffin was taken down from off 
the Scaffold by ſeveral Bearers, and by them car- 
ried to the Bounds of the Tower , where a Velvet 
Herſe-cloth being ſpread over it, it was carry'd 
in order to its Interment into the Tower. 


The C HARACTER * the Lord Viſcount 


STAFEORD. 


William Howard, Viſcount Stafford, was ſecond 
Son to T homas, Earl of Arundel, and Uncle to the 
then Duke of Norfolk, In his Youth he was edu- 
cated with all the Care and Induſtry imaginable, 
to improve in him the Endowments of Nature and 
Grace; he was cver held to be of a generous Dif- 
poſition, very charitable, dev mo addicted to So- 
briety, inoffenſive in his Words, and a Lover of 
Taſtice. 

When he arriv'd to Years of Marurity, he mar- 
ried Mary, deſcended from the ancient Dukes of 
Buckingham, Grand-child to Edward, and Siſter 
and ſole Heireſs to Henry Lord Stafford, to Whoſe 
1 LO he ſucceeded, (being creared Baron by 

ing Charles I. Anno 1549, and ſoon after Vit 
cout Stafford. ) 

During the Time of the Rebellion, he ſuffer'd 
much for his Loyalty to the King, always beha- 
ving himſelf with that Courage and Con ſtancy 28 
became a Nobleman, a good Chriſtian, and a 
faithful Subject: After the Reſtauration, he liv'd 
in Peace, Plenty, and Happineſs ; being bleſs d 
with a moſt virtuous Lady to his V. tte, and many 
pious and dutiful Children; in which State he re- 
main'd till the 66th Year of his Age, when this 
Revolution of Fortune happen'd, vis. 

About Michaelmas 1678, Iitus Oates accus'd him 
and other Roman Catholick L ords, and tome others 
ot leſs Quality, of High Treaſon, in conſpiring

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the Deſtruction of the eſtabliſn'd Religion and 


Government : My Lord Safford relying upon his 
Innocency, never left his Family, or withdrew 
himſelf from his Acquaintance or Affairs; but 61 
the 25th of October, 1678, was, by Virtue of 2 
Warrant from the Lord Chief Juſtice, committed 
Prifoner ro the King's Bench, and from thence, 
ſoon after, ſent to the Tower, where he remain 
two Years before he was brought ro his Try}.

On the zoth of November, 1680, his Tryal be- 
gan before the Houſe of Peers in Diſtminſser-Jiul, 
on the Impeachment of the Houſe of Commons 
for High Treaſon : As to his Lordſhip's Beha 
viour on this great Occaſion, the Force of tl 
Evidence, and his Lordſhip's Defence, I ſhall te- 
fer the Reader to the Tryal itſelf.

T he Confeſſion of ED ]WARD Firz-Harkis f 
Eſq; written with his own Hand, and deliwer I 1 
Dr. Hawkins, Miniſter of the Tower, July :. 
1681, being the Day of his Execution. 


I Edward Fitz-Harris, having been indicted ot 

High Treafon, tor endeavouring to dethron* 
the KING, Was thereupon found Guilty, and 
Sentence of Death paſſed upon me. I the ao 
ſaid Edward Fitz-Harris do voluntarily and ttec- 
ly, without any Hopes to ſave my Life, but as 2 
dying Man, and to diſcharge my Conſcience to- 
wards God, and for the better Satisfaction of the 
World, make this Declaration following, in 
Preſence of God, and unto Doctor Francis Ha: 
kins, Chaplain of the Tower of London. 
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I do profeſs and declare my Religion in the ge- 
neral to be that which hath been truly and an- 
ciently deliver'd in the fiſt four general Councils; 
and in particular, my Belief is that true Faith of 
2 Chriſtian, briefly contain'd in thoſe three Creeds, 
commonly call'd The Apoſtles Creed, St. Athanaſiry's, 
and The Nicene Creeds : And I die a Member, and 
in the Communion of Chriſt's Holy Catholick 
Church, hoping for Mercy, thro” the alone Me- 
rits of the Paſſion of our Lord and Saviour 7e. 
Chriſt. 

J do alſo confeſs and declare, as to the Crimes 
which I die for ; I was no further concern'd in the 
Libel, than as employ'd to give the King Notice 
of what Libels, or other Accuſations, there were 
againſt him; and to this Intent, and no other, I 
endeavour d to get this Libel : Which at length! 
did from Mr. Everard, all written under his own 
Hand, and carry d it to Mrs. Mil, by whoſe 
Means I convey'd all Matters of this, or the like 
Nature, to the King. I told her I had a Buſineſs 
ot great Conſequence to acquaint the King with : 
But the anſwerd me, That my Lord Sunderland 
being out, there would be no Money had for ſe- 
cret Service, and adviſed me to go to the Lord 
Clarendon or Hyde But before I could do this, I 
was taken. As for that Part of the Libel which I 
left with Everard, as a Pledge, to aflure him I 
would not betray him, I receiv'd it of the Lord 
Howard: And the Money I receiy'd from the 
King, was for bringing a Libel call'd, The King 
neil d, and the Lady Portſmouth's Articles. I call 
God to witnels, I neyer had a Farthing Chariry 
from the King. 

I do further confeſs and declare, That the Lord 
Howard told me of a Delign to ſeize upon the 
King's.

Place ſigu d a Diſcharge for him» to the Licnic- 
nant of the Tower, Then he was put on a Sledge 
and thence couvey d through the City of London to 
Newgate, where he overtook Oliver Plunket, who 
was juſt before on another Sledge, paſſing to the 
ſame Place of Execution.

T he Execution of STEPHEN COLLEDGE, at 
Oxford, before the Caſtle, on Wednefday, Au- 
guſt 31, 1681. 


Mr. High- R. Colledge, it is deſir d, for the 
Sheriff, Satisfaction of the World, be- 


cauſe you have profeſs d yourſelf a Proteſtant, 
that you would tell what Judgment you are of, 
Colledge, Dear People, dear Proteſtants, and 
dear Countrymen, I have been accus'd and con- 
victed for Treaſon ; the Laws adjudge me to this 
Death, and 1 come hither willingly to ſubmit to 
it: I pray God forgive all thoſe Perſons that had 
any Hand in it. I do declare to you, whatever 
hath been ſaid of me, I was never a Papiſt, or 
ever that way inclind ; they have done me wrong, 
I was ever a Proteſtant, I was born a Proteſtant, 
I have liv'd ſo, and ſo by the Grace of God I wilt 
die, of the Church of Ezeland, according to the 
beſt Reformation of the Church from all Idolatry, 
from all Superſtition, or any thing that is contra- 
ry to the Goſpel of our bleſſed Lord and Saviour. 
Ido declare I was never in any Popiſh Service, 
Prayers, or Devotions, in my Lite, fave one time; 
about ſome ſeventeen or eighteen Years ago, as 
near as I remember, I was, out of 2 Curiolity, 
one Afternoon at St. James's Chappel, the Queen's 
Chappel at St. James's; except that one time, I 
never did hear any Popiſh Service, any thing of 
the Church of Rome, Maſs or Prayers, or any 
thing elle, private or publick. I know you expect 
that I ſhould ſay ſomething as to what I die for: 
It hath been charg'd upon me, when I was appre- 
hended

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This is very hard, Gentlemen, but this is the 
Truth; and there be a great many other ſtrange 
Reports that I have heard fince I have been a Pri 
ſoner; that I ſhould be a Means to convert che 
Counteſs of Rochefter, by bringing one Thompſon, a 
Prieſt, to her. Truly, all that I was concern'd 
in, was ſome fifteen or ſixteen Years ago. I lodg'd 
at Colonel Vernon s, that marry'd the Lady Brook: 
the Family were Papiſts ; the Brooks's were Pa- 
pilts, and there was this Thompſon, and I did ſup- 
poſe him a Prieſt, in the Houſe, tho? I never {aw 
him at Popiſh Service, or Worſhip, tho' I was 
there half a Lear; but coming afterwards to m 
Lord Rocheſter's about ſome Buſineſs I had to d. 
for him, and ſeveral other Perſons of Quality 
he {cnt for me one Afternoon from the Parſonagc it 
Adderbury to his Houſe, and his Lady and he 1tood 
together: He ſent to me, and ask d me, if ny 
Horſe were at Home ; ſaid he, I would haye you 
carry this Letter to Mr. Thompſon, if you ai at 
leiſure this Afternoon: My Lord, I am at leiſure 
to ſerve you; fo I took a Letter from his Hand, 
and his Lady's roo ; as I remember (he made an 
Ofter that way) ſealed with his own Seal, ad 
carry'd it to 7hompſon, and deliver d it to him: 
And he told me, that he would wait upon my 
Lord, for it was for ſome Lands my Lord did ot- 
fer, to raiſe Money for ſome Occaſion : This 15 
the Truth of chat Scandal. 

It is ſaid, that I had a Prieſt ſeveral Years i: 
my Houſe, viz. Sergeant, that came over from 
Holland to diſcover. About ſome ten Years 229, 
that very ſame Man came to me, but was 4 
Stranger to me, and he came to me by the Name 
of Doctor Smith, a Phyſician ; and there was an 
Apothecary in the Old Bailey, and a Linnen-Hta- 
per within Ludgate, that came with him; they 
brought him thither, and took a Chamber, 5 

k ay 
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lay about half a Year, or three Quatters, at times, 
by the Name of Doctor Snith, and as a Phyſi- 
cian ; this is the Truth of that, and no other- 
wiſe, This is the Entertainment of Sergeant. 

So the Occaſion of my coming to Oxford I do 
ſay was voluntary, the Parliament-Men, laſt Par- 
liament at Weſtminſter, and ſeveral Lords, din'd 
together the Day before they ſar ; the laſt Seſſions 
of Parliament at Weſtminſter, they ſent for me to 
the San Tavern behind the Exchange, and when 1 
came, the Duke of Monmouth, and ſeveral Lords 
were together, and I believe above a hundred 
Parliament-Men of the Commons : The Duke of 
Monmouth called me to him, and told me, he had 
heard a good Report of me, and that I was an 
z0nelt Man, and one that may be truſted ; and 
they did not know but their Enemies, the Papiſts, 
might have ſome Deſign to ſerve them as they did 
in King Fames's Time by Gun-powder, or any 
other Way: And the Duke, with ſeveral Lords 
and Commons, did defire me to uſe my utmoſt 
Skill in ſearching all Places ſuſpected by them; 
which I did perform : And trom thence I had, as 


I think, the popular Name of The Proteſtant Joiner, 


becauſe they had intruſted me, before any Man in 

England, to do that Office. | 
This ſame Heins, one of them that ſwore a+ 
gainſt me, had diſcover'd to me, and {everal o- 
thers, as to Macknamarra and his Brother, and 
this vey, who are now all of another Stamp, that 
the Parliament was to be deitroy'd at Oxford, and 
that there was a Deſign to murder my Lord SH 
bury, by Fitzgerald and his Party ; and that they 
aid endeavour to bring Mackzamarra over to him, 
and ſaid, then it would be well with him; and 
they would not be long before they had SH u 
Is Life: And he made Depoſitions of this to 
Sir George Treby, as 1 heard afterwards; for I was

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not with him when it was ſworn. I wifh the 
Commons of England as well as 1 with my own 
Heart; and 1 did not underſtand, but when 1 
ſerv'd the Parliament, I ferv'd his Majeſty too; 
and let them be miſerable thar make the Dif- 
rence between them, for my Part, I never did 
came to Oxford with my Lord Howard, whom 1 
look upon to be a very honeſt worthy Gentleman. 
my Lord Clare, my Lord Paget, and my Lord 
Huntington, and this Captain Brown, and Don Let 
is, were in. my Company, and came along wit! 
us, as they were my Lord Howard's Friends 
Broum I have knewn I believe two or three 
Months; but Lewis I never ſaw before that Day 
they ſaid they came with my Lord Howard: I tak- 
God to witneſs, I never had one Six-pence, or 
any thing elſe, to carry on any Deſign ; and it 
were to ſave my Life now, I cannot charge 21 
Man in the World with any Deſign againit th. 
Government, as God is my Witneſs, or agai-' 
his Majeſty, or any other Perſon. 
As for what Arms I had, and what Arms 
thers had, they were for our own Defence, in 
caſe the Papiſts ſhould make any Attempt upon: 
us by way ef Maflacre, or any Invaſion or Rebel- 
lion, that we ſhould be ready to defend our ſelves: 
God is my Witneſs, this is all I know. If this be 
a Plot, this was lin, but in no other; but never 
knew of any Numbers, or Times appointed for 
meeting; but we have faid, one to another, that 
the Papiſts had a Defign againſt the Proteſtants, 
when we did meet, as I was a Man of a genera! 
Converſation ; aud in cafe they ſhould riſe, „ 
were ready; but then they ſhould begin the bt. 
tempt upon us: This was my Buſineſs, and this 
is the Buſineſs of every good Subject that loves the 


Laws of his Country and his King. For Engla 


can never hope to be happy under thoſe Blood- 
thirſty 
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chirſty Men, whoſe Religion is Blood and Mur- 
der; which I do, with all my Soul, and did, ever 
ſince I knew what Religion was, abhor and de- 
teſt, wiz. the Church ot Nome, as pernicious and 
deſtructive to humane Societies, and all Govern- 
ment. 

I beſeeckh God that every Man of you may u- 
nite together as Proteſtants againſt this common 
Foe. Gentlemen, it is my Senſe, and I do in 
that believe, I am as certainly murder'd by the 
Hands of the Papiſts, as Sir Edmuidbury Godfrey 
himſelf was, tho' the Thing is not ſeen. Theſe 
Witneſles certainly are mercenary Men, and J be- 
ſeech God Almighty to have Mercy upon their 
Souls, and forgive them ; and either by his Judg- 
ments or Mercics reclaim them, that they ſhed no 
more innocent Blood : There is not a Man of 
them that I know of, that ever heard me ſay, or 
do, any bir of Treaſon in my Life. This is {the 
firſt, I may not ſay it is) but almoſt twentieth 
ſham Plot that they have endeavour'd to put 
upon the Nation, to delude the People, and put 


of their own damnable Plot. This is not the 


frit, but T think, the ſixteenth or ſeventeenth ; 1 
pray God that my Blood may be the laſt; I pray 
God defend every Man's Blood, and al! Pro- 
teltants in England, from the Hands of theſe 
bloody Papiſts, by whoſe Means I die this Death; 
And if they ſhall go on in this Nature, I hope 
the good God will open every Man's Eyes to ſee 


it before he feels it. And, I beſeech you, if you

was reſtrained, for I never knew my ſelf till he had 
| taken me ont of the World. Therefore you that 
[ have your Liberties, and Time, and precious Op- 
portunities, be up and be doing for God and to! 
your Souls, every one of yon. | 
To bis Son. Where is my dear Child? |

you gave me an imperfect Anſwer: You ſaid yo. 
were of the beſt reformed Church in the world, 
the Church of England according to the beſt 
formation in the W orld : I defire you, tor the Sa itt 
faction of the World, to declare what Church that 
is, whether Pr elbherian, or dependent, or the 
Church of Euglaud, or what? 

Good Mr. Sheriff, for your Satis 
tion: For twenty Years and above I Was unde 
the Presbyterian Miniſtry till his Majeſty's Kc 
ſtaurat ion; then I was conformabie to the Chi ch 
of England when that was reſtored, and fo c.

Diſſenting People, and gr. undue things done t

T he Execution of Capt. W aicor, JohN Ross, 
and WIL I. Ho Nx, on Friday, July 20. 1683. 
r. Thomas Walcot being drawn to Tybur;: 

in one Hurdle, Fohn Rouſe and William Hue 
in another, and there put into a Cart, the Reve- 
rend Dr. Thomas Carrwright, Dean of Rippon, aud 
and one of his Majeſty's Chaplains in Ordinary , 
with Mr. Smith, the Ordinary of Newgate, bega 
to acquaint Captain Halcot, That this was the 
laſt Time he had to ſpend in the World, and there- 
fore deſired him to make a good uſe of ir, tellin: 
him, That as Death leaves him, ſo Judgment will fis 
him; and earneſtly exhorted him to make an inge 
nuous Diſcovery and Confeſſion of what he knew 
touching the Conſpiracy and Treaſons of whici: 
he had been found guilty, and receiv'd Senterc: 
to die. 

To this Capt. Walcor replied, That he had ſome 
Papers in his Pocket, of what he had prepared c 
ſay in Writing, becauſe his Memory was bad 
therefore he deſired they might be pulled out, an 
he would read them, | 
Then Dr. Cartwright and the Ordinary ſpake to 
Hine and Rouſe to the Effect before-mentioned, cat 
neſtly deſiring them to confeſs the Whole of wha: 
they knew; inſtancing ſome Places of Scripture to 
them, as Joſhua's Advice to Achan, &c. My Sor, 
confeſs, and give Glory to God whom you have ij 
noured, &c. telling them, they would have imbrec: 
their Hands in the Blood of a merciful and good 
Prince, who had often pardoned, and gave mau 
Acts of Oblivion and Indemnity to his Subjects; 
and whote Reign hath preſerved the Purity ol 
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Proteſtant Religion amongſt us: That we cannor 
enjoy more than we do enjoy : with other good 
Admonitions for them to make clear Diſcoveries 
of the Truth of what they knew. 

Captain W/alcot in the mean while was prepa- 
red to read his Speech. 

Dr. Cartwright askt him if he could diſcover a- 
ny more than he had done already ? 

Malcot. I've not in the general. I told the 
King the thing was laid very deep: There was a 
Gentleman with me laſt Night, I told him what I 
rold the King, and that was all: I told him, 1 

thought an Act of Indulgence would be very ne- 
cefſary, ecauſe he had a great many Men to 

take Judgment of. I know not the Particulars of 
os Deſign ; but the King hath the Lord Howard, 
Mr. Welt, and others chat know more than I. x 
was never in Council with them, nor never with 
them above four, five, or half a dozen times. 

Then looking upon his Paper, he began his 
Speech as follows: 

This great Concourſe of People ao not only 
come here to ſee me die, but alſo to hear what 
I ſhall ſay ; and becauſe I would not be reproach- 
ed, and thought to be an Atheiſt when I am gone, 
I have two or three Words to ſpeak for my Reli- 
gion. I do believe in Three Perſons, and One 
God, and I expect and hope to be ſaved by the 
Merits and Righteouſneſs of his Son Chriſt Jeſus, 
without the Hope of an Advantage by any Merits 
or Righteouſneſs of my own. And l believe that 
ehe Scriptures of the Old and New Teſtament are 

the Word of God; that they were not written accor- 
ding to the Mill of Man, but holy Men of God writ 
them as they were inſpired by the Holy Ghoſt, 

1 believe that theſe Scriptures oughr to be he 
Rule of our Faith, and the Method of our Wor- 
ſhipping of God: ] believe that as lixiſt float 
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Head of his Church, fo he is their Law-giver ; 
that it is not in the Power of any Council or Con- 
clave of Cardinals, or Power upon Earth whatſoe- 
ver, to ſet up the Precepts and Traditions of Men, 
and to make them of equal Validity with the Word 
of God. I believe it was not becauſe the Jews rc- 
jected and crucified Chriſt, that he rejected them, 
but becauſe they rejected his Word; which ap 
pears by the three Thouſand that God by one 
Sermon of Peter's converted ; they being prick in 
theiv Hearts, and touch d in their Conſciences, cricd 
out, Aden and Brethren, what ſhall we do? And they 
were that Day added to the Church. It was certain 
ly becauſe the Jews rejected the Word and Goſpe! 
of Chriſt, that the Things were hid from their Eye, 
which bezonged to their Peace. It is a dreadtul thing 
TO reject che Word of God 5 and it is a dreadtu! 
thing to live in a finful Courſe of Life, till God 
_ withdraws his Spirit from us: For it is ſaid, #7: 
ball Not always ſtrive with Man. Death is the V1": 
of Sin. I believe, had not Adam ſinned, he, and 
we, his Poſterity, had not died. Death is ſaid to 
be the King of Terrors, but it is only ſo to thoſe that 
are terrified with a terrifying Conſcience, that have 
the Arrows of the Almighty ſticking in them, from 
Convictions of great Guilt, and ſee no Hopes 0: 
Mercy, have no Aſſurance of Pardon; bur thoic 
rhat are Chriſt's, he takes away the Terror, aud 
Horror and Sting of Death; he enables them to 
ſay with Paul, To me to live is Chriſt, and to a ©: 
Gain: He enables not only to get unto Chriſt, but 
into Chriſt ; and ſo they have Communion aid Fl. 
Fowfhip with the Father and the Som, It is no hai 
matter to get the Notions of the Promiſes of th 
Goſpel into our Heads; bur unleſs the Lord is 
pleaſed to apply them to our Hearts, we canno: 
believe: Except we be in Chrift as Branches in tl 
Vine, we are not Chriſtians indeed, It 1 
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Cale of poor Francs Spira , he was certainly 4 
knowing Man, bur notwithſtanding he had nor 
Faith to apply the Promiſes. Chriſt hath 
ſaid, That he that believes in him, tho he were dead, 
yet ſhall he live ; and he that lives and believes in him, 
Hall never die. So, if we be able to apply the Pro- 
miſes by the Spirit of God, we may have Com- 
fort thro Faith: But then Faith is the Gift of God, 
and Faith comes by hearing the Word of God, and 
receiving it in the Love of God. 

I ſhall not be tedious, Mr. Sherif, I ſhall be 
very ſhort. 

Mr. Sheriff, take your own Time. 

Whalcot. As to the preſent Occaſion of my 
Death, I do neither blame the Judges, nor the 
Jury, nor the King's Council; I only blame ſome 
Men, that in Reality and in Truth were deeper 
concern'd, and more engag'd than I, that came 
in as Witneſſes againſt me, who ſwore me out of 
my Life to fave their own; and who, for fear 
they ſhould not do it effectually, contriv'd that, 
that I will appeal to you all, whether there be a 
Probability in it or not; for they faid that 1 
made it a Scruple of Conſcience to have a Hand in 
killing the King, or to embrue my Hands in his 
Blood, but was fo generous as to undertake the 
charging his Guards whilſt others did it, and to 
the end another might do it. Truly I will ap- 
peal to all that know me, wherher they believe 
me ſo much an Idiot, that I ſhould not under- 
ſtand it was the ſame thing to engage the King's 
Guards, whilſt another kill d him, as to kill him 
with my own Hands. But however, by theic 
wearing againſt me, they have ſecur'd their own 
Lives and Eſtates, and made my Blood the Price 
ot theirs. I confeſs I was ſo untortunate and un- 
happy, as to be invited by Colonel Rumfey (one 
ot the Witneſſes againſt me) to ſome Meetings, 
where 
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where ſome Things were diſcours'd of, in order 
to the aſſerting our Liberties and Properties. 
which we look d upon to be violated and invaded. 
But it was he and Mr. 2, and ſome Gentlemen 
that are fled, who were the great Promoters of 
thoſe Meetings. I was near a Quarter of a Yea: 
ill of the Gout, and, during that time, Mr. e 
often viſited me, and {till his Diſcourſe would be 
concerning Lopping the Two Sparks ; that was th: 
Word he us'd, meaning the King and the Duke ; 
and propos d it might be done at a Play: This 
was his frequent Diſcourſe ; for he ſaid, Then 
they would die in their Calling; it was his ver 
Expreſſion. He bought Arms to do it with, wich 
out any Direction of mine; I never ſaw the Arms, 
nor I never {ſaw the Men chat were to do it; tho 
they ſaid they had fifty employ d to that End. | 
told ſeveral of them, Thar the killing the King 
would carry ſuch a Blemiſh and Stain with ir, a+ 
would deſcend to Poſterity ; that 1 had eig 
Children, that I was loth ſhauld be blemiſh'd d 
with it; and withal, I was confident the Duke o 
Monmouth would revenge his Father's Blood, it I 
were but to vindicate himſelf from having an; 
Hand in it. Mr. eſt preſently told me, t that the 
Duke of Monmouth did not refuſe to give an En. 
agement, that he would not puniſh thoſe that 
ſhould kill the King. 
And now I deſire to forgive all the World fros: 
the very Bottom of my Heart; and I pray God 
of his Mercy from my Heart to forgive them, 


even Mr. Shepherd, who deliver d me up, who pro- 


miſed to carry me into Holland ; but inſicad ot 
that, he brought me into the Condition wherein 
I now am. I do deſire with all my Heart to for 
give the Witnefles, and withal, do earneſtly beg 


that they may be obſerv'd, that ſome Remzrks 


may be ſet upon them, whether their End be He, 
ald 
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and that they die the common Death of all Men. Cer- 
tainly, tho” it be the Law of the Land I ought to 
die, and the King may juſtly and reaſonably put 
me to Death for being in thoſe Meetings where 2 
War was debated ; yet I think thefe Men are 
guilty of my Blood, that were as deep in as J, 
and have betray'd me, and taken it away. Then 
in the next Place, I beg leave, Mr. Sheriff, to ſpeak 
E one ſhort Word of Advice to my Friends, that: 
4 hath been often given to me, tho* I was not fo 
A fortunate and ſo happy as to take it, and that is, 
3 That they would neither hear any Man ſpeak, nor 
ſpeak themſelves, that which they would not have 
repeated ; for there is no ſuch thing as Faith in 
Man to Man, whatever there is in Man to God : 
Either the Tears of a Wife, or a Family of lit- 
tle helpleſs Children, ſomething or other wilt 
tempt and provoke Men to betray one another. 
When God hath a Work to do, he will not want 
Inſtruments, for he can make them; nor will he 
want a way to do it, for he can contrive it aud 
bring it to paſs. And I do molt heartily deſire, 
and my earneſt Prayer to the Almighty is, That 
this may be the laſt Blood ſpilt upon this Account. 
I know Acts of Indulgence, and Mercy in the 
King, would make him much eaficr in his Go- 
vernment, and would make his People fir much 
eaſter under it; and that the Lord may incline his 
Heart to Mercy, ought to be the Prayer of every 
good Man. What hath happen'd, and what hath 
been the preſent Occaſion of our Calamity, 1 
ſuppoſe every Man knows ; what Provocations 
have been on the one Hand, Fears and Neceſſi- 
ties, Jealouſies and Sufferings of the other, I 
will not intermeddle with, reſolving to uſe my 
ut moſt endeavour ro make that Peace and Recon- 
eiliation with my God, which is impoſſible for me 
to make with Man; and to make it my hearty 
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Prayer to the great God, before whom I am 10 
a little time to appear, that he would ſtench this 
Iſſue of Blood, and find out ſome other Way to 
preſerve theſe Kingdoms in Unity and Peace, to 
the Honour and Glory of his great Name, and 
the eternal Comfort of his People. 

One Word, Mr. $h?rif, I defire leave to ſpcai: 
as to Leland, becauſe the King preſs'd it hard up 
on me, and ſeveral People have been with me a- 
bout Heland, how far Ireland was concern'd in this 
Matter. I do aver here, as in the Preſence of 
God, before whom I am now going to appear, that 
I do not know an Engliſhman, nor Proteſtant in 
Ireland, engag'd in it. What I did know, was 
only of one Scorih Gentleman in the North; and 
the King knows it, but he ſays he does not be- 
heve it. For they that were concern'd, I was 
never in any of their Councils: I never few ar, 
of thoſe Lords but the Duke of Monmouth, and 
that was I believe above ſix Months ago. I never 
ſaw nor ſpoke with one Lord, only my Lord 
Howard; l heard my Lord Howard ſay, That they 
did not value JTre/and, for it muſt follow England 

I have not more to ſay, Mr. Sheriff ; but tri!) 
you will do an Act of a great deal of Charity, . 
you will prevail with the King for an Act of 1: 
dulgence and Liberty to his People: I think l 
And ſo the Lord have Mercy upon me. 

Dr. Cartwright, You blame them for that whic! 
is their Virtue, and not their Crime ; That they 
have been Witneſſes for the King. 

Walcot, I was not for contriving the Death 0: 
the King, if youll believe me. 

Dr. Cartwright, You blame them for betraying o. 
you in contriving the War, upon which te 
Death of the King muſt have follow'd, if your 
Treaſon had gone forward, for elſe you could e 
have defended yourſelf from that Juſtice to which 


ny 
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he hath brought you; and therefore for you to lay 
that as a Crime upon your Witneſſes, is indeed 
very ſtrange. 

alcot. Sir, I think it was but reaſonable that 
E ſhould ſuffer that is due from ſuſtice, and rea- 
ſonable by the Law; but theſe Men, they did not 
come in againſt me till they did it ro fave them- 
ſelves. 

Dr. Cartwright. Better late than never: A Man 
had better ſave his Soul and Body too, than die 
as now you do, for Crimes that ought to make 
every good Man's Heart relent; and therefore for 
your blaming them, it was for that which was 
their Duty to do; they have not committed a 
Crime in that, but à very meritorious Act. 

IVatcot. They have reveal'd it with that aggra- 
vating Circumſtance, which I think no rational 
Man will be guilty of. 

Dr. Cartwright. That Circumſtance which you 
call aggravating, is no Aggravation at all; that is 
rather a Mitigation of your Crime, to make them 
believe that you were tende rer of the King's Per- 
ſon, than to ſhoot him when he was not armed. 
But you confeſs you were conſulting this Crime. 
Malcet. I was not to have a Hand in the King's 
Death. 

Dr. Cartwright, But it was propos d when you 
were there. 

MWalcot. Itwas ſo. 

Dr. Cartwright. And it was agreed to be done.

But I having been bred up in England, and had 
that Education it pleas'd God to give me, I wis 
not fond of, nor carried off with, that NDebaucker 
in thoſe Times; and ſometimes, more than once 
or twice, it was my Lot that I was like to ha 


been murdur d for pleading for, and juſtifying the 


Actions of the King of England. Since my Re— 
turn, and being employ d under Sir TH 
Player, and ſome others, about disbanding, there 
it came to my Lot, becauſe I could not hum: 
ſome Gentlemen, who neither fear'd God nor ho- 
nour d the King (Iwill not ſay fo of all, for I know 
ſome were very worthy Gentlemen that ſcorn d 
any of thoſe Actions which ſome would attempt. 
There is one worthy Gentleman I can ſpeak very 
honourably of) that ſo they might have thcit 
Pockets full of Money, did not value how thc 
Accounts were tated, and at the very ſame tim 
was under many "Temptations of Handfuls ct 
Guineas in my Hand to do ſo and ſo, to cheat 
the King; and becauſe I would not do that, 
was look d upon as'a jeſuit.

tion of: Since theſe Hurly-burlys, concerning 


Parliaments going off and coming on, did diſ- 


content the People upon one Account or another, 
J confeſs I have been a Hearer, and have under- 
ſtood too much of ſome kind of Meetings, which 
I pray Gad forgive them for, and eſpecially thoſe 
that call themſelves Proteſtants, being ten thouſand 
times wor ſe than any others. Thar there have 
been ſuch kind of Deſigns, and Meetings and 
Clubs, I have not been ignorant of; God forgive 
me that I have not been as careful and as diligent, 
and as ready and forward to diſcover it a greac 
while ſince; that I ever bad a Hand in it, or 
the leaſt Thought, or Reſolution, or Intention, 
to appear in it; but rather, on the contrary, have 
declar d my Opinion againſt it, both in the Sight 
of God and Man, as a Breach of the Laws of 
God, and the Laws of the Land, and contrary 
to our Duty, who are bound to pray for the 
King, and all that arc in Authority. I do de- 
clare, in the Preſence of God, I am a perfect 
Stranger, and I thank God iy Conſcience is 
clear, I have acquainted his Majeſty in Council, 
and I have had the Honour to be admitted into 


his Majeſty's Preſence in private almoſt half an 


Hour, on S&urday was ſeven-night, where I wag 
as clear and above-board, and as faithful to hig 
Majeſty as I could be, in an humble manner, ac- 
cording to my Duty; where I offered to have 
lome Time and Place allotted, that 1 might give 
him a whole Scheme of the Buſineſs; for there

It was their Opinions that I had a gene 
ral Knowledge of all the Clubs, and all the De- 
ſigns that ever were ſince the King came in; but 
they were under a Miſtake, I gave his Majeſty 
an Account, to the beſt of my Knowledge ; and 
when I had done, his Majeſty ſeem'd to be pica- 
ſed, and to thank me for it; but before I had 
Power to put it in Writing, and wait upon his 
Majeſty, the Providence of God did ſo order 1, 
the Council thought it fit that I ſhould be commit- 
ted to Priſon, where I was ſome Days; I have 
had more Kindneſs among Heathers and Indians, | 
pray God to forgive em for it, I had not Liber 
ty to ſend to my Wife, big with Child, in two 
Days where I was. 

Sir, I ſhall not hold you in ſuſpence, and mul 
tiply Words, but what is moſt proper to this Oc 
caſton. What I have given to his Majeſty in Con: 
eil, and what I have ſpoken to his Majeſty in pri. 
vate, is nothing but the naked Truth to clear mn: 
own Conſcience, that I may not go out of r 
World with any thing upon me: I with thoſe char 
call themſelves Proteſtants would diſcharge chi- 
Duty better to God and the King, than cither 
or the beſt Subject ever did. I have lookt up 
it as an Obligation ever ſince I knew what it was 
to be a Man, to carry myſelf obedient to thot; 
that God has ſet over me, eſpecially the King, 
and thoſe that are in Authority; and I have made 
it my Practice to pray for the King: as for my own 
Soul. That it has been my Lot to be acquainter 
with thoſe Vanities of Clubs, and Perſons, no ra 
tional Man will wonder, conſidering the Circum- 
ſtances and Places I was call'd to. There is o 
particular Gentleman, Mr. Sheriff , J muſt deſire 
the Favour to clear my felf by ſomething tia: | 
took occaſion to ſpeak of yeſterday. I did ac 
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quaint you, Mr. Sheriff, with what I had ſpoben 
to the King, how I was interrupted in the further 


Diſcovery of what I had a mind to ſay. What 
was further ſaid yeſterday, ic was nothing but 
the naked Truth: In the firſt place, as to what 
was afterwards diſcours'd of, as to ſome particu» 


lar Perſons, namely and particularly Sir Thomas 


Player, I muſt do Juſtice to all the World. That 
he hath been acquainted with the Lord Shafes- 
bury, none here will wonder; but that he hath 
been very ſhy of his Company ſinee he came out 
of the Teuer: For he told me many times, he ne- 
ver was in his Company but once, for he did not. 


like ſome things, and {aw ſome Deſigns that he 
was afraid were going on; and thereupon Sir 


Thomas Player was ſo ingenuous and honeſt to the 
King, as to break oft. I always look'd upon him 
as a very loyal Subject, and I muſt declare in the 
Preſence of God, and all theſe People, I never 
heard him ſpeak one diſhonourable Word of the 
King; what he may have had with others is beſt 
known to himſelf. I have been in ſeveral Clubs eat- 
ing and drinking, where it has been diſcours' d to 
accommodate the King's Son, the Duke of Mon- 
mouth. That there was a Deſign to ſet up the D. of 
M. Iwill not ſay while the King reigns ; tho' ſome

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Knowledge of it. Some were for the D. of 17.

But that I think fell at laſt between theſe two, be- 
ing the greater part, as far as I did apprehend by 
diſcourſing here and there in the City, which I did 
very frequently do. But the way of theſe Gentle- 
men's diſcourſing rheſe things was only one at a 
time, eſpecially a very induſtrious Gentleman that 
hath made it his Practice a long time, (for it hat! 
been my Lot to be acquainted but two Months, 
and that roo long) which is the Witneſs that come: 
againſt me, and I pray God to forgive him, and 
I blame him not for diſcovering me, but for the 
Words he ſpake himſelf, by way of inſtigating me 
to enter into a Deſign againſt the King; they wer:

There is ſome Dcitgy in hand, fays Lee; dont 
you know? No, ſaid I, I would be glad to hear.

Having ended their reſpective Speeches and 
Prayers, the Executioner did his Office. 


The Execution of the Lord Russ BI, on Saturday 
the 21ſt of July, 1683. 


BOUT nine in the Morning, the Shecit'- 
went to Newgate, to ice if my Lord K. 
was ready.; and in a little time his Lordſhip 
eame out, and went into his Coach, taking his 
Farewel ot his Lady, the Lord Cavendiſh, and ſe- 
veral other of his Friends at Newgate ; in the 
Coach were Dr. Tilotſor, and Dr. Burnet, who 
accompanied him to the Scaffold built in Lincolla- 
ft Fields, which was cover'd all over with Mour- 
ning. Being come upon the Scaffold, his Lord- 
ſhip bow'd to the Perſons preſent, and turning 
to the Sheriff made this following Speech. 


Mr. Sherif,, 3 

I expected the Noiſe would be ſuch, that! 
ſhould not be very well heard. I was never fond 
of much ſpeaking, much leſs now; therctore 1 
have ſet down in this Paper all that I think fit to 
leave behind me. God knows how far I was al- 
ways from Deligns againſt the King's Perſon, or 
of altering the Government. And I ſtill pray tor 
the Preſeryation of both, and of the Proteitaut 
Religion, 


Mr 
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Mr. Sheriff, 1 am told, that Captain Mulact 
yeſterday ſaid ſome things concerning my Know- 


ledge of the Plot: I know not whether the Re- 


port is true or not. | 

M.. Sheriff. I did not hear him name your 
Lordſhip. | 

Writer. No, my Lord, your Lordſhip was not 
nam'd by any of them. 

Lord Ruſſel. I hope it is not; for, to my Know- 
ledge, I never ſaw him, nor ſpake with him in my 
whole Lite; and in the Words of a dying Man, 
I profeſs I know of no Plot, either againſt the 
King's Life, or the Government. But I kave now 
done with this World, and am going to a better ; 
J forgive all the World heartily, and I thank God 
I die in Charity with all Men; and I with all ſin- 
cere Proteſtants may love one another, and not 
make way for Popery by their Animoſities. I 
pray God forgive theta, and continue the Pro- 
teſtant Religion amongſt them, that it may 
flouriſh ſo long as the Sun and Moon endure. 1 
am now more ſatisſied to die than ever I have 
been. 

Then kneeling down, his Lordſhip pray'd to 
himſelt, after which Dr. Tilltſon kneel'd down and 
pray d with him; which being done, his Lordſhip 
kneel d down and pray d a ſecond time to himſelf, 
then pull'd off his Peruke, put on his Cap, took 
off his Cravar, and Coat, and bidding the Exe- 
cutioner, after he had lain down a ſmall Moment, 
do his Office without a Sign, he gave him ſome 
Gold; then embracing Dr. 7:/oſeoz and Dr. 
Burnet, he laid him down with his Neck upon 
tne Block. 

The Executioner miſſing at his firſt Stroke, 
though with that he took away Life, at two more 
levered the Head from the Body. The Fxecu- 
ticner held up the Head to the People, as is uſual 
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in Caſes 6f Treaſon, &c. which being done, Mr 
Sheriff order'd his Eordſhip's Friends or Servants 
to take the Body, and. diſpoſe of it as they 
pleasd, being given them by his Majeſty's Favour 
and Bounty.

T thank God, I find myſelf fo compos'd and 
prepar'd for Death, and my Thoughts fo fixt o 
another World, that, I hope in God, I am 
now quite wean'd from ſetting my Hear: © 
this. Let I cannot forbear {pending ſome 
time now, in ſetting down in Wri ting a tulle: 
Account of my Condition to be left behind 
me, than I'll venture to ſay at the Place 
Execution, in the Norſe and Clutter that is 55 
to be there. I bleſs God heartily for thoſe ma 
Bleflings, which he in his infinite Merey hath b be. 
ſtow'd upon me through the whole Courſe of n 15 
Life; that 1 was born of worthy good Parents, 
and had the Advantage of a religious Educat 
which I have often thank'd God very heart:!; 
and look'd upon as an 1nvaluable Bleſing) | 
even when I minded it feaſt, it ſtill hung abou; 
me and gave me Checks, and hath now tor man; 
Yefrs ſo influenc'd and poſleſs'd me, that! el 
the happy Effects of it in this my Extremity, in 
which I have been ſo wonderfully (I thank Got) 
ſupported, that neither my Impriſonment, no! 
the Fear of Death, have been able to diſcompc!. 
me to any Degree; but on the contrary, I hae 
found the Aſſurances of the Love and Mercy ot 
God, in and through my bleſſed Redeemer, 1! 
whom only I truſt; and I do not queſtion, but 
that I am going to pattake of that Fulne!s of 


Joy which is in his Preſence, the Hope where: 


of dees ſo wonderfully delight me, that ! reckon 
this 
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this as the happieſt Time of my Life, tho' others 
may look upon it as the ſaddeſt. 

J have liv'd, and now die of the reform'd Re- 
ligion, a true and ſincere Proteſtant, and in the 
Communion of the Church of England, though 1 
could never yet comply with, or riſe up to all the 
Heights of ſome People. I wifh with all my Soul, 
all our unhappy Differences were remov'd, and 
that all ſincere Proteſtants would ſo far confider 
the Danger of Popery, as to lay aſide their Hears, 
and agree againſt the common Enemy; and that 
the Churchmen would be leſs ſevere, and the 
Diſſenters leſs ſcrupulous ; for I think Bitterneſs 
and Perſecution are at all times bad, but much 
more now, 

For Popery, I look on it as an idolatrous and 
bloody Religion; and therefore thought myſelf 
bound, in my Station, to do all I could againſt 
it. And by that, I foreſaw I ſhould procure ſuch 
great Enemies to myſelf, and ſo powerful ones, 
that I have been now tor ſome time expecting the 
Worlt. And bleſſed be God, I fall by the Ax, 
and not by the fiery Tryal. Yet, whatever Ap- 
prehenſions I had of Popery, and of my own ſe- 
vere and heavy Share I was like to have under it, 
when it ſhould prevail, I never had a Thought 
of doing any thing againſt it baſely or inhumane- 
iy, but what. could well conſiſt with the Chriſtian 
Religion, and the Laws and Liberties of this 
Kingdom. And, I thavk God, I have examin'd 
all my Actings in that Matter, with fo great 
Care, that I can appeal to God: Almighty, who 
knows my Heart, that I went on ſincerely, with- 
out being mov'd, either by Paſſion, by End, or ill 
Deſign.

tion of ſo vile a Fact; tho nothing in the leaſt : 
was ſaid to prove any fuch Matter; but the con- 1 
trary, by the Lord Howard : Neither does any Bo- 1 
dy, I am confident, believe the leaſt of it. So 
that I need not, I think, fay more. 

For the King, I do ſincerely pray for him, and 
wiſh well to him, and to the Nation, that rhey 
may be happy in one another; that he may be in- 
leed the Defender of the Faith ; that the Prot: 
ſtant Religion, and the Peace and Safety ot che 
Kingdom may be preſerv'd, and flouriſh under h. 
Government; and that he in his Perſon may be 
happy, both here, and hercafter.

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their helping Hand to it. Bur I hope God will 
preſerve the Proteſtant Religion, and this Nation :

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Expectation of a Popiſh Succeſſor (as I have ſaid in 


Parliament) put the King's Life likewiſe in ſuch 
Danger, that I ſaw no Way fo effectual to ſecure 
boch, as ſuch a Bill. As to the Limitations which 
were propos d, if they were ſincerely offer'd, and 
had palis'd into a Law, the Duke then would have 
been excluded from the ry of a King, and the 


Government quite alter'd, and little more than tho 


Name of à King left. So I could not fee either 
Sin or Fault in the one, when al! People were vw: 
ling to admit of t 'other ; but thought it better 
have a King with his Prerogative, and the N 
tion eaſy and fate under him, than a King wi: 
out it; which mult have bred perpetual Jeal 
fies, and a continual Struggle. All this I ſay, 
ly to juſtify myſelf, and not to inflame others 
Tho I cannot but think my Earneſtneſs in t: 
Matter has had no ſmall Influence in my pref 0 
Sufferings. But I have now done with this World 
and am going to a Kingdom that cannot 
mov d. | 

And to the conſpiring to ſeize the Guard 
which is the Crime for which I am condemr 
and which was made a conſtructive Treaſon t 
taking away the Kirg's Life, to bring ir with n 
the Stat Ude of Edward III. I {hall give th 16 rie 
and clear Account. I never was at Mr. buen 4 5 
With that e b but Wes a ers") was 
Glade: nor none appointed to View, or examine 
them: Some Diſcourſe there was about the Feai- 
bleneſs of it; and ſeveral times, by Accident, 1 
general Diſcourſe elſewhere, I have heard it we! 
tion*d, as a thing might eaſily be done, but c 
conſented to, as fit to be done. And I] remcnio© 
particularly at my Lord SHhaftibury's, there bein; 
tome general Diſcourſe of this kind, I Immediate 
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If the thing ſucceeded, what mnſt be done nexr; 
but maſſacring the Guards, and killing them in 
cold Blood? Which I look'd upon as fo deteſtable 
a Thing, and ſo like a Popiſh Practice, that I 
could not but abhor it. And at the ſame time 
the Duke of Monmouth took me by the Hand, and 
told me very kindly, My Lord, I fee you and I 
are of a Temper ; Did you ever hear fo horrid a 
Thing? And I muſt needs do him that Juſtice to 
declare, that I never obſerv'd in him but an Ab- 
horrence to all baſe Things. 

As to my going to Mr. Shepherd's, 1 went with 
an Intention to taite Sherry ; for he had promis'd 
me to reſerve for me the next very good Piece he 
met with, when I went out of Town ; and if he 
recollects, he may remember I ask'd him about it, 
and he went and fetch'd a Bottle; but when I 
taſted it, I {aid it was hot in the Mouth; and de- 
fir'd that whenever he met with a choice Piece, he 
would keep it tor me : Which he promis'd. I en- 
large the more upon this, becauſe Sir George Jef 


feries infinuated to the Jury, as it I had made a 


Story about going thither; but I never ſaid that 


© 


was the only Reaſon : And I will now truly and 


plainly add the reſt. 

I was the Day betore this Meeting come to 
Town for two or three Days, as I had done once 
or twice before ; having a very near and dear 
Relation lying in a very languiſhing and deſperate 
Condition: And the Duke of Monmouth came to 
me, and told me, he was extremely glad I was 
come to Town ; for my Lord Shafz5bary and ſome 
hot Men would undo us all, it great Care be not 
taken, and therefore, tor God's fake uſe your En- 
deavours with your Friends, to prevent any thing 
of this kind. He told me, there would be Com- 
pany at Mr. Shepherd's that Night, and defir'd me 


to be at Home in the Eyening, and he would call 


me; 
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me; which he did: And when I came into the 


Room, I ſaw Mr. Rumſey by the Chimney, tho 
he {wears he came in after; and there were things 
faid by ſome with much more Heat than Judg- 
ment, which I did ſufficiently diſapprove, and yet 
for theſe Things I ſtand conderan'd. But I thank 
God, my Part was ſincere, and weil meant. It 
is, I know, inferred from hence, and was preſſed 
to me, that I was acquainted with theſe Heats 
and ill Deſigns, and did not diſcover them. But 
this is but Miſpriſion of Treaſon at moſt. So Þ 
die innocent of the Crime I ſtand condemn'd for, 
and I hope no body will imagine that ſo mean 2 
Thought could enter into me, as to go about to 
fave myſelf by accuſing others. The Part tha: 
{ome have acted lately of that kind, has not bee: 
ſuch as to invite me to love Life at ſuch a Rate. 
As for the Sentence of Death paſs'd upon me, 
I cannot but think it a very hard one : for nothing 
was {worn againit me (whether true or falſe, | 
will not now examine) but ſome Diſcourſes about 
making ſome Stirs. And this is not levying War 


aAgainſt the King, which is Treaſon by the Sta- 


ture of Edward III. and not the conſulting and 
diſcourſing about it, which was all that was wit 
neſled againſt me. But, by a ſtrange Fetch, 
Defign of ſeizing the Guards, was conſtrued a 
Defgn of killing the King, and fo I was in that 
caſt. | 
And now I have truly and ſincerely told what 
my Part was in that, which cannot be more than 
a bare Miſpriſion; and yer I am condemn'd as 
guilty of a Deſign of killing the King, I pray 
God lay not this to the Charge, neither of the 
King's Council, nor Judges, nor Sheriffs, nor Ju- 
ry: And for the Witneſſes, I pity them, and with 
them well ; I ſhall not reckon ap the Particulars 


wherein they did me wrong; I had rather thei; 
OW!: 
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own Conſciences ſhould do that, to which, and 
the Mercies of God, I leave them. Only I {ill 
aver, that what I (aid of my not hearing Colonel 
Rumfey deliver his Meſſage from my Lord Haft. 
bury, was true; for I always deteſted Lying, tho 
never ſo much to my Advantage. And I hope 
none will be ſo unjuſt and uncharitable, as to 
think I would venture on it in theſe my laſt Words, 
for which I am ſo ſoon to give an Account to the 
Great God, the Searcher of Hearts, and Judge of 
all Things. 

From the time of chuſing Sheriffs, I concluded 
the Heat in ghat Matter would produce ſome- 
thing of this kind; and I am not much ſurpriz d 
to find it fall upon me. And I wiſh what is done 
to me may put a Stop, and ſatiate ſome Peoples 
Revenge, and that no more innocent Blood may 
be ſhed ; for I mult and do ſtill look upon mine 
as ſuch, ſince I know I was guilty of no Treaſon ; 
and therefore I would not betray my Innocence by 
Flight, of which I do not (I thank God) yet re- 
pent, (tho' much preſſed to it) how fatal ſoever 
it may have ſeem'd to have provd to me; for I 
look upon my Death in this Manner, (I thank 
Goa) with other Eyes than the World does. I 
know I ſaid but little at the Tryal, and I ſuppoſe 
it looks more like Innocence than Guilt. I was 
alſo advis'd not to confeſs Matter of Fact plainly, 
ſince that muſt certainly have brought me within 
the Guilt of Miſpriſion. And being thus re- 
ſtrain'd from dealing frankly and openly, I choſe 
rather to ſay little, than ro depart from Ingenuity, 
that by the Grace of God I had carried along with 
me in the former Parts of my Lite, and ſo could 
cater be ſilent, and leave the whole Matter to 
the Conſcience of the Jury, than to make the laſt 
and ſolemneſt Part of my Lite ſo different from the 
Courſe of it, as the uſing little Tricks and 3 
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fions muſt have been. Nor did I ever preterd to 
a great Readineſs in ſpeaking : I] wiſh thoſe Gen- 
tlemen of the Law who have it, would make 
more Conſcience in the Uſe of it, and not run 
Men down by Strains and Fetches, impoſe on ca- 
ſy and willing Juries, to the Ruin of innocen: 
Men: For to kill by Forms and Subtiltics 9 
Law, is the worſt fort of Murder: But I wiſh 
the Rage of hot Men, and the Partialities of Ju- 
ries may be ſtopt with my Blood, which I would 
offer up with ſo much the more Joy, if J thought 
I ſhould be the laſt were to ſuffer in ſuch a Way. 

Since my Sentence, I have had few Thoughts 
but preparatory ones for Death ; yet the [mpor- 
runity of my Friends, and particularly of the 47 
and deareſt Wife in the World, prevail'd w: 
me to ſign Petitions, and make Addreſſes for n 
Life: To which I was very averſe. For (I than 
God) tho' in all Reſpects I have liv d one of the 
happieſt and contentedſt Men in the World (ta: 


now near fourteen Years) yet I am fo willir 4 


leave all, that it was not without Difficulty that 
I did any thing for the ſaving of my Life that w 
begging. But I was willing to let my Friends ſe 
what Power they had over me, and that I Was 
not obſtinate nor ſuſlen, but would do any thing 
that an honeſt Man could do for their e 
tion. Which was the only Motive that ſway” 
or had any Weight with me. | 

And now to ſum up all, as I never had an) 
Deſign againſt the King's Life, or the Life of any 
Man whatſoever ; fo I never was in any Contri- 
vance of altering the Government. What the

other Men have occaſion'd. I ought not to be an- 
ſwerable for; nor could I reprets them, tho 4 
now ſuffer for them. But the Will of the Lord

Shield: And as thou ſupporteſt me by thy Grace, 
ſo I hope thou wilt hereafter crown me with Glo- 
ry, and receive me into the Fellowſhip of Angels 
and Saints, in that bleſſed Inheritance, purchas'd 
for me by my moſt mercitul Redeemer, who is, I 
truſt, at thy right Hand, preparing a Place for me ; 
into whoſe Hands I commend my Spirit.

This 
Earl ſeldom turn'd off his Servants when they 
married, but maintain'd them, their Children, 
and Grand- children, under his Root; inſomuch 
that there was ſeldom found fewer than a hun- 
dred of them in his Family ; and whoever could 
claim any Relation or Acquaintance with his Do- 


metticks, might have Acceſs to their Tables: He 


took a peculiar Delight in beholding People car 
and drink of his Bounty, and would appear fre- 

quently among them, and bid them welcome.

He did not diſſemble his Opinions in Politicks ; 
he believ'd that Subjects might procure of their 
Prince by Force, whatever they judg'd neceſſary 
to their Preſervation, according to the receiv'd 
Maxim tlfat Kings were made for the People, 
and not the People for them. And when the 
Prince ceaſes to be the Miniſter of God for Good, 
and ſeeks to deſtroy the People he ſhould protect, 
his Subjects are abſolv d from their Allegiance. 

And {o tenacious was he of theſe Principles, that 
tho” his good Friends Dr. Tillotſon, and Dr. Bun- 
net, who aſſiſted his Lordſhip in his Preparation 
for Death, us d their utmoſt Endeavours to bring, 
him over to the Doctrine of Paſſive Obedience, 
he held faſt his Opinion to the laſt. 

It is generally thought rhe Paper he left with 
the Sheriffs was drawn up by another Hand, there 
appearing more Art in it than was ſuitable to his 
Lordſhip's known Sincerity : His Death was look'd 
upon by ſome as a juſt Jadgment, in having ſo 
violently purſu'd the Earl of Hd to his Grave;

Th Execution of Sir THOMAS ARMSTRONG at 
Tyburn, on Friday the twentieth of Jane, 1684. 


F HE Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, about 

Nine a-clock in the Morning, coming to New- 
gate, and demanding their Priſoner, he was forth- 
with deliver d to them, and put into a Sledge, 
and drawn to the Place of Execution, attended 
by a numerous Guard, and as great a Number of 
SpeRators, of all Degrees and Qualities, as have 
been ſeen on ſuch Occaſions. 'Tho' he affected 
an Air. of Courage, yet ſomething of Sullenneſs 
and Reſerve appeard in his Countenance. 

He employ'd the Time he was drawing to Ty- 
burn in reading The Whole Duty of Man, till he 
came within Sight of the Gallows, and then he laid 
it by, and with lifted up Hands and Eyes, addreſs'd 
himſelf to Heaven, till he came beneath the Tree, 
where he remain'd about a Quarter of an Hour 
in the Sledge; before he aſcended the Cart that 
ſtood ready for him, he deſir d the Sheriff to ad- 
mit Dr. Teniſon to come to him; and having de- 

lirer'd a Paper to the Sheriff, the Doctor kneel'd 
down with the Priſoner, and pray d with him a- 
bout a Quarter of an Hour, during all which 


Time the Priſoner preſerv'd a becoming and be. 
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zoick Countenance, little daunted with the Ter- 
rot of that Fate he was in view of; but riſing 


from his Devotions, he:pull'd off his Cravat and 
Hat, which he gave to his Servant who attended 


him, abd had tollow'd him by the Sledge-ide, 
when kneeling down himſelf, he pray'd for a ſhor: 
Time with Fervency and Devotion, beging Par- 


don of his God for thoſe maniſold and crying Sins

Tenſon, and Dr. Hooper ; which four the King was 
graciouſly pleas'd to ſend him, as his Aſſiſtants to 
prepare him for Death; and the Duke himſelf in- 
treated all four of them to accompany him to 
the Place of Execution, and continue with him to 
the laſt. The two Biſhops going in the Lieute- 
nant's Coach with him to the Bars, made ſealon-  * 
able and devout Applications to him all the Way;

I do this: And Providence having brought me 
hither; I think it moſt neceſſary to.clear my ſelf 
of ſome Aſperfions laid on my Name; and Fit, 
That I ſhould have had fo horrid an Intention of 
deſtroꝝ ing the King and his Brother.

Government of our Nation? How ablurd is it 
then for Men of Senſe to maintain, That tho 
the one Party of this Contract breaketh all Con- 
ditions, the other ſhould be obliged to perform 
their Part ? No; this Error is contrary to the 
Law of God, the Law of Nations, and the Law 
of Reaſon. But as Pride has been the Bait the 
Devil hath carch'd moſt by, ever ſince the Grea- 
tion, ſo it continues to this Day with us. Pride 
caus d our firſt Parents to fall from the bleſſed E- 
ſtate wherein they were created ; they aiming to

"There ſeemed to me no way to prevent the im- 
pending Evils and {ave theſe, Nations from Ho- 
verty and Deſtruction, but the calling home our 
injur d Sovereign; who, as a true Father ot his 
Country, has (notwithſtanding all his Prowcca- 
tions and Injuries) 'a natural Love and Tender— 
neſs for all kis Subjects. And I am ſo far from re- 
pining at the Lois of my Life, chat 5 cen 
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myſelf ſafe and happy. According to her Prinei- 
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ſacrifice them all, than omit any juſt and hongſ 
Means to promote ſo good and neceſſary a Wark, 
And I adviſe and deſire all my Fellow-Subje&s to 
think of their Duty, and turn to their Allegiance, 
before the ſevere Judgments of God overtake em 
for their Perjury and Rebellion; But certainly 
the Good and Intereſt of theſe Nations, abſtract- 
ed from all other Conſideratiens, will e er long 
eonyince them of the Neceſſity of doing it. ;
